“ Some people believe in a dif­ 
ferent religion and some people 
don't believe in God or anything 
like that." 


That was the explanation given 
this morning by a fifth grade girl 
in the Samuel K. Faust School in 
Nottingham 
Village, 
Bensalem, 
when asked if she understood the 
reason non religious verses were 
read by her teacher instead of a 


reading from the Bible as in pre­ 
vious years. 


Typical Comment 


It was typical of other com­ 
ments from pupils in that age 
group in schools throughout Lower 
Bucks which opened today for the 
start of a new term. 


Other 
children 
accepted 
the 
reading of verses and a few mo­ 
ments of silent meditation un­ 
mindful of the change. 
Another fifth grade girl said she 


knew “ we’re not supposed to hear 
the Bible in school," but she 
didn't know why. 


“ I Don’t Know Reason" 


Rim Cleymer of 3621 Devonshire 
Place, Cornwells Heights, gave as 
an explanation, “One family didn’t 
want it (Bible readings) but I 
don’t know the reason." 


Susan LeBold of 2454 Galloway 
Road, Cornwells 
Heights, 
said, 
“The rule said the Bible has 
nothing to 
do 
with 
school 
— 


that's why we’re not supposed to 
read it in class.” 


It was Jennine Wilson of 4701 
O v e r l a n d 
Road, 
Cornwells 
Heights, who explained that the 
reason why the Bible readings 
were substituted with verses is 
because 
. , some people don’t 
believe in God or anything like 
that." 


Somewhat Bewildered 


Third grade students seemed 
somewhat bewildered when ask­ 


ed if they understood the reason 
for the change in readings. Oth­ 
ers were not even aware that the 
Bible readings had been omitted. 


But while many of the children 
shied away from giving an answ­ 
er, their teachers later explained 
that they were “ just too scared 
by the question when it was first 
asked.” They said that later, af­ 
ter the interview, many of them 
offered answers which indicated 
that they were more fam iliar with

At a special meeting last night, 
the township commissioners drew 
up a resolution asking the federal 
government for a $300,000 grant 
under the Accelerated P u b l i c 
Works program. 


William J. Carlin, township so­ 
licitor. filed an application today 
with the Philadelphia offiee of the 
Housing and Home Finance Agen­ 
cy. 


Would Float Bonds 


lf given the grant, the township 
would float bonds for the rem ain­ 
ing cost. The building, to be lo­ 
cated on Bath Road on the site 
of the old Laurel Bend School, 
will cost approximately $600,000. 


The one-story brick and mason­ 
ry building will be the first to 
be built in the township specifical­ 
ly for municipal purposes. The 
present township office building 
is a converted farmhouse at 85 
Holly Drive, Levittown. 
In addition to municipal offices, 
the new building will include a 
garage for highway equipment 
and township vehicles.

“ High Interest Rate" 


Arthur B. Reinholt, chairman 
of the school authority, said “the 
floating of any new bond issues 
at this time would result in an 
extremely high interest rate for 
the 
money 
so borrowed” 
and 
would increase the board’s an­ 
nual lease rental payments and 
tax rate. 


He pointed out that the original 
bond debt of the district was 
$17,325,000. In the past six years 
the authority has retired bonds 
with a total par value of $1,871,- 
000, of which $1,495,000 reached 
maturity. 


Pre-m aturity purchases retired 
bonds valued at $376,(HK), reduc­ 
ing the actual bond indebtedness 
of the district to $15,454,000. The 
pre-maturity acquisitions made by 
the authority resulted in interest 
savings to the district and tax­ 
payer amounting to $247,086.04. 


May Be Unjustified 


“ In view of this and statements 
contained in the Temple Survey 
which indicate a leveling of the 
population in Bristol Township,” 
Reinholt continued, 
“ the 
board 
was asked to take stock of its im­ 
mediate needs as versus long- 
range requirement* which may 
be found later to be unjustified." 


The 
authority 
recommended 
that by financing immediate needs 
out of current funds it could put 
the program on a “ pay-as-you-go” 
basis and preclude the necessity 
of paying a high interest rate on 
money borrowed by way of bond 
financing.

Reservation 


On Ban Asked 


By Coldwater 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. 
Barry Coldwater, R-Ariz., 
pro­ 
posed a nuclear test ban treaty 
reservation today which would re­ 
quire Russia to remove all Soviet 
missiles and military forces from 
Cuba. 


The front - running COP presi­ 
dential contender said in a pre­ 
pared Senate speech that without 
this safeguarl the treaty “ is a 
potential peril to peace rather 
than a step toward it." His pro­ 
posed recommendation would put 
off effectiveness of the pact until 
Russia complied with the Cuban 
removal step. 


“This proposed test ban treaty 
cannot be a first step toward 
peace if it must stumble over So­ 
viet missiles and troops in Cuba,” 
Coldwater said. "Its risks cannot 
be justified if we are only to give 
in and get nothing." 


Coldwater also endorsed former 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower’s 
recommendation that a “ reserva­ 
tion" be made that the treaty 
would not impede U. S. rights to 
use nuclear weapons in defense of 
its security. 


The 
COP 
senator 
said 
that 
while he is confident the Presi­ 
dent would not be inhibited from 
defending “this nation,” it should 
be made “ perfectly clear" .that 
nuclear weapons could be iisdn to 
defend freedom in Europe or Asia 
"as well as on or at our own 
doorstep." 


Goldwater’s statement appeared 
to indicate that if the Cuban res­ 
ervation that he said he would 
offer 
later is not 
adopted 
he 
would vote against the treaty. 
Should the Senate adopt any res­ 
ervations, the limited test pact 
would have to be renegotiated. 


Overall, the treaty appeared to 
be gaining bipartisan Senate sup­ 
port for ratification. 


Senate Republican Leader Ev­ 
erett M. Dirksen, 111., all but de­ 
clared his full support for the 
pact 
after 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike Mansfield threw his 
full 
prestige behind the pact which 
would ban all but underground 
tests.

principal. Ten years ago McCool 
was teaching sixth grade at the 
school. 


The school, located at G le n ­ 
brook Drive at Field Lane, was 
opened in October of 1953. Costing 


$63,000, it was built on on 18-acre 
plot of ground in Bristol Town­ 
ship. 


Far Cry From 1953 


As McCool, 22 teachers and the 
pupils went about opening day ac­ 
tivities today, it was a far cry 
from 1953 when construction work 
was in progress as the school bell 
tolled for the first time. 


Looking back, McCool rem em ­ 
bers there were only nine rooms 
when the school first opened. “ As 


soon as they finished another cor­ 
ridor,” he remarked, "they open­ 
ed more rooms." 


Today, John Fitch has 22 class­ 
rooms, including two temporary 
classrooms in the school’s all­ 
purpose room. Last year the tem ­ 
porary classrooms were in the 
cafeteria.

The original date for beginning 
the m ass polio im m unization pro­ 
gram in the county w as set at 
Oct. 6, but w as changed to Oct. 
27 to coincide 
with 
the 
other 
counties. 
The problem has arisen with 
Philadelphia which has had sev­ 
eral cases of the disease in one 
area. Because of this outbreak. 
Philadelphia w ants the beginning 
date moved up. 
Bucks decided to correlate its 
program with other counties, Dr.

advantages,

50 Clinics
